RTD^EY, N. S. W., AuRtmlla, July 10.— The 
Soverunient fiiiiiiiciiil year closed on June 30, and 
despite the interference to which racing was sub- 
Je<-ted throiigli iiiflueuza restrictions, tlie revenue 
from the totalizator and betting taxes was greater 
than for the year ending June 30, 1^8. The 
return from tlie totalizator for the recently con- 

clud<!d year was $002,020, against $414,010, and 

from betting taxes $302,225, against $297,010. Last 
year the government received $997,977 from all 
sources, that amount including a proportion of the 
fees paid by the bookmakers to racing clubs for 
betting priTlIeges. Next week I shall probably be 
in a position to give further particulars relative 
to the government’s betting revenue. 

Early this season there seemed a possibility of 
the totalizator turnover at Randwick approximating 
a million, but the abandonment of the Easter Show 
and iMMtponements owing to influenza restrictions 
upset calculations. At the Australian Jockey Club

<KI8, whereas, with conditions normal, something 
approaching $1,000,000 would have been turned over. 
There has also been a falling off at the otlier 
autumn and winter meetings. For instance, only 
$0.5,800 was put through at City Tattersall’s meeting 
on its last day, against $186,319 at the correspond- 
ing fixture last year. 

Last year the machines were used at Randwick 
on nineteen days, against twenty daring the past 
twelve months, and tlie turnover was $2,300,712, 
This year’s figures are as follows:

SYDNEYITES HEAVIEK BETTORS. 

’The contention of some of the anti-totalizator 
division that it tends to excessive gambling cer- 
tainly does not liold gootl in New Zealand. It is 
lueiitioiied tliat the official estimate of the attend- 
ance at Ellerslie, Auckland, on Great Nortlieru 
Hteeplecliase day was 23,000, and yet with the 
'.totalizator tiie sole medium of speculation the b<‘t- 
.tiug turnover was only $384,830. Tliere were also 
;.ibout 23,000 ]>eople present at Randwick last Syd- 
ney Cup da.v, and tlioiigh only $138,415 went 
tbroiigli tlie totalizator, it must not be overlooked 
that, even allowing for absentees, fully 370 book- 
makers were oiieratiiig in tlie various iuclosures. 
Their Joint turnover, at a low computation, would 
lie five times as great as that of the totalizator, 
.and it tiierefore seems fair to dedu<*e that Auck- 
Juiiders dll not bet nearly as heavily as Sydneyites. 

I'p to June Jilartian was an easy first in this 
season’s winning stallion list in New Zealand. His 
imigeny iiad won $114,(tS7, notwithstanding there 
were fewer meetings tlian usual during the first 
six mouths of tlie season. Tliirty-five of Martian’s 
.representatives liave been idaced, putting together 
fifty-six wins (including two dead heats), fifty- 
•oue seconds (including one dead heat), and forty- 
one tliirds. Sasanof, with $24,460, has been tlie 
lirincipal contributor in the way of prize money, 
tlien coming Mascot, $14,325: Warplane, $9,500; 
Naniia, $7,2.’>0; Marsa, $7,000; Melee, $5,925, and 
Vagabond, $5,5.50. 

The Australian-bred gelding Thrace is evidently 
entitled to a prominent place with the hardy racing 
ilivision. The son of Poseidon experienceil a hard 
race one day in endeavoring to defeat Cynic in the 
Zireat Northern hurdle race, but such did not take 
tlie steel out of him, for uli the second and third 
iln.vs of the meeting he came out and respectively 
won the Remuera and Campbell hurdle races in 
came fashion. Thrace is a most composed equine, 
indeed; be can be voted one of the most mannerly 
liorses that have graced Ellerslie. "The best hurdler 
in the Dominion,’’ was the enthusiastic somming up 
of Thrace by a keen Judge after the son of Poesl- 
•lon had carrieil 173 pounds to victory in the Camp- 
Itell hurdle race. 

Polystome, by Polymelus — Battles, and Dub-a- 
3)ub, by Llangibby — Rappel, are reckoned South 
Africa’s two best horses up to one mile and one-

Stake races of 
considerable value for three-year-old fillies exclusively being few and far betwen in our rac-' 
ing, it is no wonder that the Alabama has always been highly popular with owners of good 
ones. 

The Alabama of this year was ’given 154 entries. Declarations at the different times 
provided in its conditions have so reduced this number that only thirty-three are now eli- 
gible. The accumulation from declaration fees amounts now to $9,265. So it can be seen 
the race will cost the Saratoga Association but little if anything. Its condensed history is as 
follows :

Lucky Holder of Winning Tickets Draw Huge Bums 
for Small Stakes. 



SYDNEY, N. 8. W., Australia, July 12. — ^The so- 
called nciiig sweeps are most popular In all tlie 
big towns of all the Australasian colonies. Tliey 
attraqti speculators for small amounts from all 
coriiHw of every province. In a recent sweep over 
the Adel.'iide, South Australia Clip, in which the 
placed hors«‘s were Independence, King of the St‘a 
and Wee Gun, there were .50,000 tickets at $1.25 
each sold. Tlie pool was thu.4 $62,500. 'Tlie win- 
ning ticket paid $15,225 to E. Davis, Home Rule, 
New South Wales. Tliat on King of the Sea fell to 
T. P. Co.viie of Nortli .\iibiirn. New South Wales, 
and realised $5,220, and a Mrs. Eliza .Lamb of 
Dunedin, New Zealand, drew Wee Giin and $3,045. 

Over the Sydney Cup race, in which tlie placeil 
horses were Ian ’Or, Night watch and Arch Marella, 
1(X),00V tickets at $1.25 each were in the pool of 
$125,1X10. A woman, Mrs. K. Robertson, Bank, 
New Zealand, drew Ian ’Or and the chance paid 
her $21,750. Nightwatch fell to four partners and 
was worth $7,830, while anotlier woman, Mrs. R. 
Woolbonk, Molong, New Soifth Wales, held tlie 
ticket on Arch Marella, which paid $4.,3.50. 

In the Newcastle Cup sweep, with 1(1U,(MM) tickets, 
also of $1.25 each and a $125,000 pool. 

Mount Alf, Kennequhair and Laddie Blue were 
the place horses. The winning slip was drawn 
by R. Audley, Albert Park, Victoria, and 
was worth $21,750. The Kennequhair, place 

ticket paid H. Clifton of Dnbbo, New South Wales, 
$7,830, and the chance of Laddie Blue was drawn 
by E. E. Sabien of Coraki, New South Wales, and 
gave the holder $4,350.

MAJOR CANADIAN TRACKS NOT TO RACE 

W. P. Frazer Says Racing Associations Have Relin- 
quished Hope of Racing This Year. 



TORON’TO, Ont., August 6. — W. P. Fraser of the 
Canadian Racing Association said today in reference 
to racing in Canada this year: 

“As there appears little chanc'e of a resumption 
of raring this year the Jo<>key Club and racing 
Bs.sociatiuns under the jurisdiction of tile Cana- 
dian Racing Association liave decided to relinquish 
any hope of holding ract* meetings in 1919. The 
Canadian Racing Association has not considered 
taking action regarding any racing which may 
be held ii|ioa race tracks outside of Its jurisdiction.’’ 



It is evident from the .above that the Montreal 
district racing move is purely local and Is without 
the consideration of the leading tracks in Canada. 
It is also certain that the tracks at Toronto, Wind- 
sor, Hamilton, Fort Erie and Blue Bonnets and 
Mount Royal at Montreal and Caunaiiglit Park at 
Ottawa will not race in 1919.

Hancock, the well-known breeder, added Jim Gaff- 
ney today to his extensive Kentucky and Virginia 
breeding establishments.

Bain Slows Track, but Favorites

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 6.— The 
Albany Haiidieap, with a guaranteed value of $3,000, 
of which the winner received $2,350 net, featured 
today’s card and was contested by some good two- 
year-olds, with the winner turning up in Kinuoiil, 
a slashing chestnut son of Peter Quince — Lyehee 
Nnt, carrying the colors of Walter M. Jeffonls, 
aftera well -sustained stretch drive to beatKallipolis 
and Paul Jones. There were eleven starters in the’ 
dash, Polysanda being an eleventh-bour addition 
from the P. A. Clark stable. Kinnonl was at all 
times the favored one in the race and showed the 
most speed from the start and was pressed hard 
at intervals by Paul Connelly and Kalllpolis, but 
near the end was going as fast and steadily as his 
rivals and retained a scant two lengths’ lead to 
the finish. 

Rain began at an early hour, and a steady drizzle 
confronted the racing enthusiasts throughout tb« 
afternoon. Track conditions favored those with 
a penchant for muddy going. But the big throng 
were well versed In the merits of these performers, 
for they were uncommonly successful in picking 
winners, favorites succeeding in most instances. 

There was a falling off in attendance, as was to 
be expected, but at that a surprisingly large assem- 
blage viewed the sport. Some of the contests 
were enjoyable, the winners in some instances being 
in doubt until right at the end. 

The award of the purse to Herodias over Fruit 
Cake in the thiijJ race was not well received by a 
majority of the onlookers, who were of the opinion 
that the Maeomber mare had succeeded in passing 
the Coe filly by a good neck. Fruit Cake was an 
overwhelming favorite and backed with confidence, 
but she was laboring from the start and Kummer 
had to ride her vigorously to keep within hailing 
distance of The Tetrarch’s gray daughter. The 
latter displayed a high flight of speed and took 
to the going like a duck, but Fruit Cake’s game- 
ness told and she gained on Herodias steadily and 
five .vards from the finish Kummer desisted plying 
the whip, thinking the victory earned, but on his 
return to the stand found Ilerodbis’ number in the 
winning slot. The usual demonstration, when there 
is disagreement over a placing, followed when tlie 
race was made official. 

STEEPLECHASE UNINTERESTING RACE. 

The steeplechase over the about two-mile course 
was an uninteresting race, for Elyslan was niueli 
the best of the starters and won in a canter after 
having led for tlie entire way. There develoiied a 
spirited battle in the stretch between Robert 
Oliver and Garter for second place, with Robert 
Oliver finally managing to down the latter. Sal- 
zeda. the only other starter, blundered steadily for 
the first round of the field and later, when his 
chances were hopeless, he was pulled up. 

The sport began with a mile dash that brought 
an ordinary band of platers, but It resulted in a 
fairly close finish, with Goldvale outstaying the 
favorite, Wilfreda, by a close margin, and Lorena 
Moss in third place. Goldvale displaced Isiyal 
iVtor 'from the lead in the first quarter and had 
enough in reserve to withstand the challenge made 
by Wilfreila in the stretch. There was consider- 
able activity nliont War Club, on which Saiide 
had the mount, but he was never dangerous. 

The anxiety on the part of owners to secure 
racing material was made manifest here when Tsiyal 
I’eter was claimed by C. Bmiisson for $1,175.25, and 
War Club was taken by E. E. Mooar for $1,430. 

Wm. Martin, the astute Tennesseean, agaju nn- 
covereil a good one and put a crimp in the bank 
rolls of the layers when his Happy Valley liter- 
ally ran away from his opponents in the fifth race 
and won with his rider looking over his 
slionlders to obsi'rve the struggle for second place 
between Quen of the Sea and Celto. Happy Valley 
sprinted into a good lead in the first few strides 
and drew far away to win in a canter. Manoeirre 
might have given tlie winner an argument with 
equal racing hick, but a poor hegianing caused him 
to be far biw'k in the early racing, and after having 
closed an immense gap and coming with a terrific 
rush the inexperienced Hamilton took him Into a 
pocket and was forced to ease him up, resulting 
in the loss of second place for the horse. 

The final race, for two-year-olds, found several 
highly regarded ones going to the post, but as a 
contest It was farcical after the stretch was 
reached, for Robinson sent Blazes along with a 
rush and the further he went the more distance 
he increased between himself and the others, ul- 
timately winning as far away as his rider elwted. 
Franc Tlreur just got up iu the last strides to 
overhaul End Man for second place.

August 6.— •Hiere 
is a story going tlie rounds liere tliat Walter 
Jennings, principal adviser and trainer nf tlie 
extensive establishment racing in the colors of 
the California sportsman, A. K. Macomher, con- 
templates retiring with the close of the presmit 
racing season. Mr. Jennings, a gentleman of some 
means himself, is a man of the highest intergrity 
and lias always been a credit to the turf. He feels 
as though he lias done his “bit” for racing and is 
entitled to a rest. 

Mr. Jennings has trained some great horses, and 
a decade ago Shot Giin, one of the best sprinters 
of his day, oarrieil his colors. When Mr. Maeomher 
decided to purchase some thoroiiglihreds and enter 
into raring he was guided to a great extent in his 
seleetions by Jennings. It was a mater of love 
of the horse rather than business with Mr. Jen- 
nings which infliieiieed him to give up his iileal lifs 
on bis beautiful three liiindred-aere ranch at Yolo, 
Woodland County, California, and come hack to tlie 
rather strenuous life of training a big bapd of 
racers. 

Racing has not lost its charm for Mr. Jennings, 
but he probably feels that lie can get quite as 
miK-h enjoyment out of the siHH-t in breeding a few 
good horses every year as in training a big estab- 
lishment. It is not unlikely tliat some of tlie inari-s 
which Mr. Maeomher may retire will be sent to Mr. 
Jennings* establishment. 

The retirement of Mr. Jennings does not mean that 
Mr. Maeomher will give up raring in this country 
and confine his Interest on the turf to racing in 
Fram-e,, when' he has at present ratlier an extensive 
string in charge of T. Mnrpliy, who trainml the divi- 
sion of tlie stable tliat raced on the Kentucky 
tracks last year. Just who Mr. Jennings’ successor 
will be if he retires could not be learned, but it 
is presumed that Mr. Maeomher will make a selec- 
tion from one of the many rising young trainers 
who have sliown ability and keenness enough to 
manage an extensive establisment such as Mr. 
Ma(M>mber maintains.

Naturalist’s Temper Bugaboo for Tom Welch — 
Handicapper Hard on The Porter. 



(BY ED COLE.) 

SARA’TOtJA SPRINGS, N, Y., August 6.— Tom 
Welch witlulrew Naturalist from the Delaware 
Handicap for the reason that he did not want to 
spoil the present disposition of the horse, which 
has been far better the past two months than it 
has been in his career. *T have just educated him 
into running kindly over any kind of track,” Mr. 
Welch said, “am} I don’t want to destroy his dis- 
imsition. I^ast year he acteil badly in two races 
over the Saratoga track, and I am a bit fearful 
he may return to the habit If his temper is ruffled. 
This going is liard compared with tlie Long Island 
tracks, and I am fearful he will do one of his 
original stunts. 1 am hoping for rain 'when Nat- 
uralist in entered to soften up the going a bit. 
then I want to meet Sun Briar or any other horse. 
Of course I’ll start him If I have to on a fast 
track, but I hate like the dickens to bet on him. 
In one race last year he propped after going about 
a quarter of a mile, and in another took a foolish 
notion when he bad only about an eighth to go 
and diickeil into tlie inside rail, apparently for no 
cause whatever, only just foolishness. He came 
along afterward and only lost the race by an eye- 
lash. sliowing how far he would have won but for his 
eccentricity.” 

John Schorr believes that handicapper Vosbnrgli 
is pretty hard with his figures when attaching 
weight to The Porter in handicaps. “He just is 
not the horse Mr. Vosburgh thinks he is,” said 
his trainer. “The horse is anywhere from five to 
ten ^pounds below Mr. Vosburgh’s estimation, and 
he never could beat horses like Sun Briar ‘and 
Exterminator the «way the handicapper has him 
rigged. I firmly believe Mr. Vosburgh is sincere 
in his allotment of weights, bqt be certainly has 
The Porter overrateil. He can beat commoner horses 
with plenty of weight up, but with horses like 
Sun Briar coming down to the judges in 1:36% 
with 128 iMiiinds up it*is too ranch for The Porter.” 

After Fairy Wand liad won the Delaware Handi- 
cap from Sun Briar the question was asked a 
thon-sand times: “What sort of a horse must Pur- 
chase be?” 

HIGH OPINION OF PURCHASE. 

It will be remembered that on the opening day 
Purchase ran rings around Fairy Wand in 
the Saratoga Handicap over a mile and a 
quarter course. In that event Purchase could 
have gone to the lead after seven -eighths, 
and while he was giving Fairy Wand but thirteen 
pounds in actual weight it must not be forgotten 
he is but a three-year-old, while Sun Briar is a 
four-year-old and gave Fairy Wand twenty-one 
pounds. It Is the consensus- of opinion that Sam 
Hildreth has a real ctack In Purchase, and many 
think that he will beat Sir Barton again when they 
meet. 

Harry Stevens, the caterer, came pretty nearly be- 
ing hooked us an owner at last night’s sale of 
yearlings. He bid $1,000 on a youngster and then 
backed away for fear of further temptation. When 
asked what he would have done with the filly had 
he bought her he said he would have turned her over 
to Tom Welch. 

Joiin Smallman of 'London, Out., is a visitor 
for a few days looking over the yearlings and 
jumpers. “I like jumpers,” said Mr. Smallman, 
*^‘and when they get a bit cheaper I may get a 
couple, just to be represented in some of the 
Canadian steeplechases.” 

Henry McDaniel would have received $1,000 had 
Sun Briar beaten 1:36% in the Delaware Handicap. 
It was a promise of W. S. Kilmer. Sun Briar fin- 
ished a head behind the winner. In speaking of the 
race, Mr. McDaniel said it was the best race Sun 
Briar ever ran.
